Y esterday was one long to be remem ­ 
bered by Sacramentans. It was not only 
the National day of Thanksgiving—hal­ 
lowed w ith memories that have come 
down from the earliest period of the na­ 
tion’s existence—but it was also the occa­ 
sion of a grand demonstration in honor of 
one of the foremost of modern champions 
of labor, the late A. J. Stevens, Master 
Mechanic of the Southern PaciSc Com- 
'.j^pany’s great m anufacturing system. 
It 
was the day set for unveiling to the world 
a statue to his memory, erected by the men 
who had labored under his direction, and 
who loved him almost as a father. No 
greater honor could be paid to the memory 
of any m an than to be commemorated 
thus by his fellow-workers and associates. 
The day was somewhat raw and chilly 
for this section, but the people turned out 
by thousands to witness the interesting ex­ 
ercises attending the unveiling of the statue 
in the City Plaza. The demonstration pre­ 
ceding the unveiling was an attractive one; 
the chief feature being a procession in 
which the local military companies, several 
civic bodies and the workingmen from the 
several departm ents at the railroad shops 
participated. About 9 o'clock in the m orn­ 
ing the bodies that were to participate in 
the procession began to form on Second 
street, between J and the railroad depot. 
The streets m eantim e became thronged 
with people—old and young—until the en­ 
tire line of march was marked by dense 
masses of sight-seers in holiday dress. 
By 10 o’clock the procession was ready to 
m arch, and lead by the H ussar Band, 
moved in the following order;

facing J street, where seats had been pro­

OPENING EXERCISES. 


A Y oung M echanic’s T rib u te, in V erse, to 
th e N oble D ead. 
W hen all were seated, and pending the 
arrival of the Chaplain, who was delayed 
by other duties, the exercises were opened 
by President Hussey, who briefly explained 
the object of the assembling of citizens. 
Then came music by a double quartet, con­ 
sisting of Miss Gertrude A. Carley, soprano: 
Miss Ida Desmond, soprano; Miss H arriet 
B. W heat, alto; Mrs. De W itt Renfro, alto; 
J. H . Desmond, tenor; R. B. Potter, tenor; 
C. M. Phinney, bass; J. W. Clough, bass. 
Rev. J. F. von H errlich having arrived, 
he offered a fervent prayer, invoking the 
Divine blessing on all who had assembled 
there to do honor to the memory of the 
friend of Labor.

The following “elegy.” written by Ralph 
Turner (son of Jabez Turner), and who has 
been for m any years a m echanic in one of 
the railroad departments, was then read by 
Thomas W armby. It is not only a glowing 
tribute to the worth of the deceased, but 
possesses unusual poetic strength and depth 
of th o u g h t: 
No arch of triumph for the laureled victor 
Returned from battlefield, 
While shouting thousands, cringing from the 
lictor. 
Their half-forced homage yield; 
No marble, sallied with the graven features 
Of sensual, crime-stained king. 
At whose behest his groveling fellow-creatures 
Applauding anthems sing; 
No pomp nor pageant, such as wealth would 
render 
Unto the dead high-born, 
Are here to day to mock with useless splendor 
The civic chief we mourn; 
But, typical of modest, manly striving— 
Of unpretentious worth— 
This honest bronze we raise to him who, living, 
Was peer of all on earth. 


No fulsom praise, no false and fiowry phrases, 
We briug in tribute here; 
No gilt, nor tinsel, with which Folly graces 
Her thoughts for Falsehood’s ear. 
’Tis for a man we speak our words of mourning,

Who held the truth above a lie’s adorning, 
And loved not words, but deeds.

PRESIDENT HUSSEY’S ADDRESS. 


A T h o u g h tfu l an d In te re s tin g E ssay on 
th e N obility o f L abor. 
President E. B. Hussey of the Statue As­ 
sociation, in tendering to Mayor Gregory, 
for the city, the statue about to be un­ 
veiled, sa id : 
Ladies and Gentlemen: On the 11th day of 
February, 1888, Death cast his shadow over our 
fair city, and we were in gloom. While this 
dread agent of Nature’s unfailing laws is to us 
all a too-frequent visitor, yet never betore did 
his coming cause such universal sorrow, as 
when it became known that all that remained 
of our beloved Master Mechanic, A. J. steam s, 
was his cold and lifeless form. The spirit of the 
man we loved had flown to its Creator, and the 
sad duty rose up before us of committiug his 
cold remains to the still colder earth. 
Iru e to the principal of equal justice toward 
all, and malice toward uone; endowed with a 
genius of the highest order, and blessed with a 
large, warm and generous heart, he had won 
the respect and esteem of our whole people. 
Such men are too rare to pass away unnoticed 
and unwept 
Their death is a public calamity. 
Wfiat matters it to the world it a man dies 
who, during his life time, lived unto himself 
alone? 
Does our duty as men and women 
cease at that point where we are good to our­ 
selves and kiud to our families? 
Do we not each and every one of us owe some­ 
thing of our time, energy, influence and means 
to those around us? 
Good government, either 
municipal or governmental, depends upon the 
degree of unselfish, thoughtful aud patriotic de­ 
votion of the people. A community composed 
in the main of peop le who are forever consid­ 
ering their own personal comfort, wholly un­ 
mindful of the condition or comfort of those 
around them, cannot be a progressive com­ 
munity. Is it not a matter of fact and regret 
that those who are willing to exert themselves 
and make personal sacrifices for the benefit of 
those around them, are in a painful minority ? 
Can we not count upon the fingers of one 
hand, aye, aud have fingers to spare, the per­ 
sons iu our city who manifest any practical in­ 
terest iu the welfare of the city and its people ? 
Further, are there uot very many iu our midst 
who are so short-sighted, UDjust, unkiud and 
unappreciative, as 10 ascribe to selfish mo­ 
tives the liberality and devoted interests of 
even those few ? For the first time in the historv 
of the world the people of a city are gathered 
together for the purpose of witnessing the un­ 
veiling by mechanics, of the statue of a me­ 
chanic. Does it uot awake in our minds an 


civil war bared their breasts to the enemy? 
Who were they that freely gave their lives for 
our country's sake? 
Were they Generals, who, standing in the 
background of battle, stood in the conspicuous 
foreground with the people? Were they states­ 
men who purchased substitutes and stayed 
home to win public applause by patriotic 
speeches—safe in the lap of luxury .to climb to 
fame’s dizzy height ? 
Look around you and you will observe many 
baitie-scarred veterans of our late war; some 
have lost a limb, some are suffering from the 
effects of confinement in those Southern prison 
hells; none are entirely free lrom the effects of 
exposure and hardship they suffered for you 
and me, for our home, our loved ones aud our 
beloved Union. Who are these men, where did 
they come from, and where do you find them 
now? Did they not, on taking up the instru­ 
ments of war, abandon the implements^of in­ 
dustry, and have they not, after achieving vic­ 
tory lor their country aud fame for their lead­ 
ers, resum*d their industrial callings? Were 
they uot and are they not now producers? 
Why do I call your attention to there facts? 
Because I would bury in oblivion’s depths the 
thought that labor is unworthy the honor with 
which we to-day invest her. Is it not clear to 
one and all that he in whose honor we to-day 
assemble was a representative of the most im­ 
portant element of our social, moral, polhi- 
cal 
and 
industrial life, the bulwark 
of 
our 
freedom 
aud 
our 
Union? 
We 
rear statues lo Kings because they are Kin^s. 
We rear statues to Generals to impress the 
young with loya.ty and devotion to their coun­ 
try. to imbue them with a sense of their re­ 
sponsibility and the high reward which accom­ 
panies its brave and intelligent discharge. In 
like manner and for like purpose we honor the 
statesman aud composer. They deserve the 
honor, aud the lessons taught are of vast benefit 
in molding lhe minds ot the young. Is it not 
necessary, also, to clothe labor aud mechanical 
g 
enius with diguity and honor? We cannot all 
e Generals, statesmen or composers of soul- 
stirring songs. When Solomon called his chief 
artisans together to confer honor on the greatest 
among them, that honor did not fall to the 
sculptor, the decorator or the worker in fine 
gold, but to rhe toil-stained and obscure black­ 
smith, who had come unbidden to the feast, but 
without whose *kill in fashioning tools all 
others would have been powerless. 
The tendency to honor the decorator, the 
figure-head, and forget the blacksmith, reached 
its climax yesterday. To-day will begin its de­ 
cline, aud the wisdom of Solomon is empha­ 
sized. 
Young men, which of us can look upon the 
statue of a mechanic erected by the spontane­ 
ous contributions from the meager store of his 
admiring co-workers, and say there is no just 
recompense for labor? Will we not, mauy of 
us, from this day foiward look u poua life of 
toil at the bench, the lathe or the lorge, with a 
more than fitful recognition of its importance? 
Do not the possibilities ot toil appear broader 
and capable of more beneficence than ever be­ 
fore? Yes, my friends, labor is honorable and 
deserving. We cannot, however, overlook the 
fact that its enemies are numerous, malignant 
aud aggressive. Looking into the dim future, 
we See great need of just such men as he whom 
we to-day seek to honor; men gifted with geuius 
and endowed with a sense of equal justice to 
all. 
With the light of the present we are enabled 


nnusual train of thought, this honoring by en­ 
during bronze a representative of industrial life? 
Is it not an evidence of the advancing s‘rides 
of the mechanic and the laborer toward that 
more elevated plane of social and intellectual 
liie, which, denied him by lack of wealth, can 
be attained by patient iudustry ? Is it possible 
to unjustly magnify the importance and possi­ 
ble iuflut nee of this ceremony and this statue 
upon us as a people, aud upon those who will 
in time succeed us ? 
Standing Iu the presence of our dead, we in 
retrospect saw him toiling onward and upward 
lrom apprentice to journeymau, to foreman, en­ 
gineer, Superintendent of Locomotive Construc­ 
tion, Master Mechanic, and Superintendent 
of a small 
railroad, then Division Master 
Mechanic on the Central Pacific Railroad; 
and 
finallv, oniy twenty years from the 
time he entered a 
railroad shop 
as 
an 
apprentice, he received an appointment as 
General Master Mechanic of one of the most 
important railroad s>>tems in America. Ever 
planning, ever thiukiug, ever building, ever 
pushing, he kept those under him Beived to 
their utmost. The happy results are known to 
you all. 
Which is the greater conservator of good, he 
who, spurred by ambition, seeks through public 
plaudits to reach fame’s uncrowded summit; 
whose every act, from eloquent addresses to tne 
capture of a two-pouud trout, is flashed over the 
vdresforour delectation; or he who. having 
cnoren a career of honest industry, is forced by 
the requirements of his calling into compara­ 
tive obscurity; yet from that obscurity invent­ 
ing new appliances for the economical distribu­ 
tion of power and the saving of unnecessary 
labor, placing betore the people the possibilities 
of steady employment aud a modest share in 
life’s luxuries, aud directing large forces of 
labor with intelligent foresight? 
Which of 
these two, I repeat, is the greater conservator of 
good? 
Glancing down the line of past history we see 
that nations have risen to the pinnacle of glory 
and then sunk into the depths of obscurity and 
despair; yet, through all the glory and through 
all the woe we see the condition of the masses 
slowly but steadily improve, until labor has 
from bondage to freedom risen. Tne yoke of the 
master removed, labor has become intelligent, 
self-respecting and ambitious. Now it is pos­ 
sible for the child of toil to become the head of 


to penetrate the future, and there in the outer­ 
most shadow we see three dark aud dread 
specters 
approaching. 
The figure 
in the 
lead is labor, bowed 
by 
oppression and 
pinched by want. 
Close following is the 
specter of drunkenness 
and 
debauchery; 
while toddling behind we see the neglected, 
unwashed aud untaught child of the future. 
These specters can only be kept in the dim dis­ 
tance by men strong in character, with back­ 
bones ot steel. 
Men who will neither bend to 
those below nor cringe before those above them, 
but, planting themselves firmly on the principle 
of equal and exact justice to all, stand firm 
though the heavens fall. Add to this detsrmiu- 
ation to do right, active unselfish genius aud a 
large, warm, generous heart and you have the 
ideal mediator between unorganized labor aud 
organized capital. 
You have, kind friends, the 
characteristics of our beloved, our honored 
dead. Hope of reward is ambition s spur; re­ 
move hope, ambition s fire is quenched aud 
stolid indifference. with its wasteful progeny, 
brushes aside even the dyiug embers. 
Where is the slave who a lreeman’s place can 
fill? Is not a bare subsistence akin to slavery? 
Think of it, you who employ labor, and see 
that you do not overreach yourselves in ;he de­ 
sire 
to 
become 
rich. 
If 
you 
have 
a 
heavy 
load 
to 
draw 
will 
you 
seek 
a combination of 
hide, 
hair, 
bones and 
dead ambition for your purpose, or will you 
look for finely developed muscles backed by 
‘ • n m i u l a r r tK itir tn ’ s fir o ’ 
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a condition of slavish toil to one full of possi­ 
bilities? Yes. all this we have seen written on 
history's illuminated page, and we to day live 
in an atmosphere full of life, energy, m ental 
activity and ambition. 
Society is divided into two great general 
classes, the producers and the non-producers. 
Those 
who 
live by 
brain 
and 
brawn 
and those who live by their wits or on 
the 
legacies 
of 
their 
forefathers. 
To 
which 
of 
these 
classes 
must 
we 
look 
for the causa of our rapid m aterial progress. 
Can we make a mistake ? See rising before us 
on the fhstant Guttenberg, the humble German 
mechanic, with his movable type and a print­ 
ing press; Watt, a Scotch instrument-maker, 
with his 6team engine, his crank and balance- 
wheel, his separate condenser; then an English 
mechanic, George Stephenson, with his locomo­ 
tive, steam blast and link motion; then two of 
America’» humble arifcos, Fulton and M orse- 
one with his steamboat the other with the tele­ 
graph; then those natural born mechanics—Eli 
Whitney, with his cotton gin; Corliss, with his 
improved steam engine, and Edison, with hie 
telephone, electric light and phonograph. 
To these men, ana the class they represent, 
are we indebted for our present general pros­ 
perity, our shortened hoars of labor ana the 
ability to acquire and enjoy what, but for this 
class ot men, would be forbidden luxury. Let 
us, my friends, from our general view descend 
to a local consideration of the subject. Who is 
it that opposes the many necessary improve­ 
ments in and about our cuy? Is it the humble 
mechanic, who, by industry and frugality, has 
secured a little home for his loved ones : 
Look, rather, to your miserly, non-productive 
rent-gathering rich man for your obstruction­ 
ist. 
Who is It that opposes ail movements 
looking to a better moral environment for our 
people; 
Is it the workingman? 
Look you, 
rather, to another non-productive cías?, who 
enrich themselves at the workingman’s ex­ 
pense. Who are the last to pay their taxes, and 
who they that repeatedly evade payment en­ 
tirety? Again are we compelled to look to the 
non-productive class for onr answer. Who was 
it that made the employment of ten extra po­ 
licemen a seeming necessity ? 
Was it the toiler 
or the non-productive ban Francisco legislator 
and his following ? Who were they that iu our 


proud ambition’s fire.' 
| wealth, envies it not. Tell me—who envies 
God’s nobleman, lion. LelaDd Stanford, his 
great wealth ? Tell me. I say, who envies him 
j aud his fond wife? Has their wealth made 
! them unmindful of their less fortuDate fellow- 
creatures? Have they trampled ruthlessly upon 
our rights? Have they sought to oppress and 
degrade the bread-wiuners? No, no! On the 
contrary, what has been done and what has 
been projected by there noble people cannot 
and never will be fully realized and appre­ 
ciated. 
Then our noble guardian angel. Mrs. E. B. 
Crocker. Who that is mean enough to speed 
the shalt of envy toward her? None know her 
but to Jove her. Wealth cannot be universal; 
peace and plenty can. Poverty will follow close 
on the heels of aggressive wealth, and our ill- 
omened dread specters of the future hasten their 
approach. Druukenness and lawlessness are 
bosom companions of poverty. Can we expect 
! the offspring of drunkenness and lawlessness to 
become educated and refiued? Can there be 
true refinement where its symbols and accom­ 
paniments are withheld? Does it tend to refine­ 
ment to toil laboriously all the livelong day 
and receive therefor only the bare necessaries 
oi existence ? 
These specters of the future, let me repeat, are 
advancing stealthily aud slowly. Every ship­ 
load ot oppressed and penniless people that is 
dumped upon our shores from Spain. Italy. 
Arabia or China, but bring these ill-omened 
thoughts more forcibly to our minds. Have we 
not in our very midst an element, the strength 
of which we as yet little appreciate or fear, the 
colored people of the South ? They, too, have 
been oppressed aod ar.used, and from long suf­ 
fering that which to you and I, fellow workmen, 
would seem but a pittance, is to them a bounti­ 
ful reward. The colored men are already press 
ing forward and entering the labor market in 
competition with the skilled mechanic, and 
their influence will soon be felt all over the 
United States. 
Do not all questions fade into 
nothingness before the great question of labor 
and its proper protection ? 
We are confronted with five sources of peril; 
Firs^-The freedom given all Europe and Asia 
to make onr fair land tfteir dumping ground. 
becond—Permitting individual ownership of 
vast tractsof land, the real source oi all wealth. 
Third—The formation of trusts and 
huge 
bazars, which tends to crush out the small man­ 
ufacturer aud dealer. 
Fourth—The regulation of the rum traffic, and 
fifth, the lack of compulsory education. 
While we may fearlessly welcome to onr 
shores those of other lands who bring with them, 
as did our forefathers, the elements of progress, 
Intelligence, skill and 
capital, we 
canno;* 
and must not permit outcasts, the ignorant 
aud viciou« elements of European nations, to 
come in competition with our own people. Not 
disputing man’s right to become wealthy, we 
do dispute his right to withhold large tracts 
of land from those who have a birthright 
interest therein. While legitímate business en­ 
terprises must be fostered and eucouraged. we 
feel that in large combinations there lies dan­ 
ger tor the many, safety oniy for the few. 
I 
While we feel that the entire suppression of 
, the liquor traffic is next to impossible, yet we 
Cannot, on viewing its deva-tating influence, 
consent to its unlicensed sway. While we ac­ 
knowledge that there are cases where the scant 
earnings of children are greatly needed by pa­ 


rents, we eannot refrain, in the presence of tbe 
astounding fact that illiteracy is on the increase 
in these United States, from urging the com­ 
pulsory education of children, and that upon a 
more practical common sense baris than our pet 
systems of to-day. 
Am I digressing? No, my friends, this day, 
these ceremonies, this statue we to day unveil, 
will fail of their object if we are not made more 
mindful of the past, more thoughtful for the 
future. To-day we pay a fitting reward for a life 
oi unselfish devotion to the mechanic arts 
and those engaged in mechanical pursuits. 
Erected and to be unveiled by tbe unaided 
effoits of the sons of toil, will it not make a cycle 
in the history of labor? Will it uot even stiuid 
as au inspiration from which the old wid draw 
new vigor, aud the young a much-needed en­ 
couragement? By it we will be reminded that 
by and through tbe energy, mechanical genius 
aud wise administration of one man, this whole 
people has been benefited. Look around you ! 
Throughout this whole city are scattered pretty 
aud comfortable homes, it is indeed a city of 
homes, a city of domestic happiness. Look 
agaiu at our many large, well-appointed and 
eommoaious school-houses and we are reminded 
that education is not neglected, and though, as 
we have suggested, many changes and refoims 
in lhe methods oi education are imperatively 
demanded, yet the evideuee is before tho ob­ 
server of a desire for that iutellectual training 
so necessary to our happiness and comfort aud 
the intelligent discharge of our duties a* citizens 
of a free and liberal Government. Is this con­ 
dition uot due in a great measure to him whom 
we this day honor ? Hail his i*>sition been oc­ 
cupied by a weax, vacillating, easy-going man, 
with hardly energy enough tokeep the cobwebs 
from accumulating arouud him, would you to­ 
day see s<i many evidences of comfort among 
the people? 
Did we uot, one and all, rely in a great meas­ 
ure upon his energy, his push and nis genius? 
Have we uot all of us felt that he took upon 
himself for our sakes labor, anxiety and respon­ 
sibility that many another man would have 
carefully avoided? Was his death not hastened 
by the conscientious interest he took in the bus­ 
iness intrusted to him, aud his labors for those 
around him? can anyone in this assemb y call 
to mind a piece of work being sent out of the 
city to be finished that Mr. Stevens could keep 
within the reach of our owu mechanics? 
It is a well-known fact that when our own 
private shops have been lacking in facilities for 
doing certain heavy work, Mr. Stevens came to 
the rescue and prevented the work and mouey 
spent upon it from leaving tbe city. What 
member of jo u r Improvement 
Association 
would voluntarily take upon himself the thank­ 
less task of designing and constructing a mam­ 
moth steam pump, which, on account of pecu­ 
liar circumstances of location and duty to be 
performed, must be entirely different from any­ 
thing before made? science answers, he is out 
of towu. Yes, and ever will be. 
As we lookupou that ponderous but symmetri­ 
cal m achine we eDjoy a sensation of pride and 
respect. Pride iu the fact that it is the work of 
our own patternmakers, molders, blacksmiths, 
machinists aud painters 
Respect for the ge­ 
nius, ability and unselfish devotiou of the 
builder. Faying for that pump was but redis­ 
tributing its cost among ourselves. The necessity 
for a new pump is daily growing more and 
and more imperative. Why do we discuss the 
merits aud demerits of the Knowles, the Worth­ 
ington and the Holly pumps ? is it because 
we cannot build pumps ? Is it because our me­ 
chanics are not skillful enough ? Is it because 
someone wants a tip? No, my friends, we can 
build pumps; our mechanics are skilltul iu a 
high degree; our Trustees are honest men. 
Ih en why, why does not someone suggest the 
propriety of building our owu pumps, thereby 
assisting our own ofUimes unemployed me­ 
chanics, who in either case must bear their por­ 
tion of the cost ? From the past the answer 
comes. You are m et iu honor of him who 
would have done it had he lived. 
In this world, where selfishness and envy 
reign supreme and the lust of gold subordinates 
all finer qualities of men, it is rarely a man of 
Mr. Stevens’ exceptional merit is met with 
Is 
it not fitting that we honor such a man ? Does 
he Dot deserve better than we have done ? 
Why is it that we send abroad for those things 
we are so capable of buildiDg ourselves? What 
need have we to send to neighboring towns for 
castings, tor wrougbt-iren work, aye and some­ 
times woodwork, to be used in our new build­ 
ings and the improvement of old ones ? Is it 
uot a cosmeric principle, gentlemen, this beau­ 
tifying our city without giving a thought to the 
very people on whom the city depends so largely 
for its growth and prosperity ? Is it not an arti­ 
ficial beauty, not the b oom of health ? 
Why can we not build our own street-cars ? 
Our nickels must pay for them. Think ! You of 
the Improvement Association, and you of the 
Board of Trade. Think! Look up and lift up. 
Be not contented to act as guides to a higher 
plane, but put your own wealth, genms and 
energy to the wheel, aud it will ►peedily roll 
out of tbe deep rut into which it has settled. 
Be careful lest “ weighed in the balance” with 
one solitary man you are found wanting. 
May this statue work upon ns aud those who 
may follow in our footsteps, to our good and the 
good of the whole people. As we read the in­ 
scriptions : “Labor is entitled to a just reward:” 
“ Well directed genius elevates the people;” 
“T hink: Look up and lift up,” let us bear in 
mind that he who takes them for his guide as 
completely as did our honored dead, cannot 
fail to win the admiration and love of those 
around him. 
Aud now. Mr. Mayor, on behalf of tbe men 
who have, with hearts overflowing with grati­ 
tude and thankftilness, conceived and carried 
to completion the statue of that large-hearted 
mau ot genius, iu whose eyes true worth took 
precedence over all affiliations of party, sect or 
creed; to that man who permitted no favoritism; 
to him who never turned a deaf ear to the cry 
of distress; who nevar wronged a man but he 
righted that wrong: to him who was the friend 
of labor and good Kovernment, I do now present 
to the city of Sacramento, through you its hon­ 
ored official head, our memorial. 
In presenting this statue, which not only adds 
to the adornment of our fair city, but will ►taud 
as a constant mouitor to the young, that in the 
paths of industry and genius the highest honor 
may be attained, we feel confident that it will 
be carefully guarded and preserved. 


T H E STATUE UNCOVERED. 
The choir then rendered the following 
invocation, written by Israel Luce: 
Around this monumental pile, 
We gather friends, with memories dear, 
Of one whose highest hope and wish, 
The world’s ad v an ce-m an’s path to cheer.

THE STATUE ACCEPTED. 


M ayor G regory R eceives It on H elialf of 
th e City o f S acram en to . 
Mayor Gregory then arose and formally 
accepted the statue on behalf of the city. 
H e said: 
To me is delegated the distinguished privi­ 
lege of accepting, for the city of Sacramento, 
this graceful aud magnificent tribute to the 
memory of our old friend, the late A. J. Stevens. 
In unveiling a statue erected to commemorate 
his life and services, we ao something more 
than to exalt the memory of the man or to em­ 
phasize the grandeur of his genius and integ­ 
rity. 
We indicate our respect for, and appreci­ 
ation of, useful employment; we celebrate the 
triumphs of peace; we extol the value of the 
office of the artisau; we pay homage to the 
genius of the inventor, and, above all, we do 
honor to an industrious, useful and manly life. 
We not only dedicate this statue to the honored 
citizen, whose name it will bear, but, by it, we 
commcDd to posterity that spirit of emulation 
which encourages the hope of recognition iu 
the realm of useful and common things. 
Of tbe life and services of the late A. J. Stev­ 
ens, it is scarcely necessary to speak at this 
time. He was one of us. We respected him in 
his lifetime; we honor his memory, now that he 
is dead; and the highest tribute that will be 
paid to him is not so much by the statue that 
nas been erected to his memory as by the re 
spect, the love and the ailection with which it 
has been reared. 
The statue, with its beautiful and life-like 
proportions, standing in the city of his resi­ 
dence, in the home of his adoption, has been 
erected out of the hearts of th«>se who knew 
him best and loved him most; and thus, while 
A. J. Stevens sleeps in an unforgotten grave, 
and before the floral tributes to his funeral are 
scarcely withered, with one accord, and with a 
noble fraternal impulse, his fellow-workmen 
step forth to perpetuate bis memory by calling 
in the aid of tbe sculptor, the artisan, the 
molder, the mason and the mechanic. There- 
lore. while it commemoraies the virtues of a 
worthy life, it proclaims w*ith unmistakable elo­ 
quence the esteem in which he was held by 
tnose who knew him best. By this act we dig­ 
nify and ennoble labor. It stands a monument 
to the virtues of our noble friend and an inaper- 
perishable tribute to the love he won. It demon­ 
strates that the age in which he lived acknowl­ 
edged bis merits, declared his usefulness, pro­ 
claimed his industry and crowned his memory 
with loving affection. He who has achieved 
these has not lived in vain. He earned all this 
by plaiD, plodding industry. 
W e stand before his statue to-day and see tbe 
tribute this community is paying him. The dis­ 
tinction he achieved is not beyond the capacity 
of every earnest mind.

ANOTHER TRIBUTE. 


R e m a rk s by Jo sep h Steffens, P im id e n t 
aft ih e B oard 
T rad e. 
Joseph Stefiens, President of the Sacra­ 
m ento Board of Trade, was then intro­ 
duced and spoke as follows ^ 
Mr. PiesidtvU, Ixidics and Gentlemen: 
The 
grandest goal on earth for mau to reach is 
where appreciation by his fellow-man assumes 
perpetuating and immortalizing ibrm. 
To properly estimate the character and per­ 
petuate the memory of one who struggling 
reaches there, is one of the greatest privileged 
duties of hum an life. 
W'hile such distinction is well worth the win­ 
ning, and while in ages past soiae have secured 
it, while others just as worthy have won t not, 
yet, in this, our day, it takes the rebound* of 
tbe master strokes of a devoted life, death- 
stilled, to crystallize into a laeUng. speaking 
form the due appreciation of the Lying lor tho 
dead. 
At the first glance the eye of mau sees in this- 
statue only a new-born tribute which the living 
artist briu'gs to perpetuate the life und doings of 
a departed brother artisan. It is-the thinking 
soul of man that sees in such a work of art the 
record of the progress, trials aud victories of a 
successful human life, made intelligent and 
ever teaching by tb® speaking form so fittingly 
taken on by hum an estimation and apprecia­ 
tion. 
It is well that we cannot sumcaao back the 
spirits of the d^ad to assist in the calculations 
and the summings up* for if th at could be, per­ 
chance oftimes man s monuments would, Babel- 
llke, arise. W'hile others planned and prized, 
the most of us would never take on tkape, much 
lets assume a form so lifelike and so divine, for 
it is an axiom throughout the realm of truth 
that greatness of the truest, type ever behind 
simplicity doth hide. Methinks thai now I see 
Master Mechanic Btevens approaching from his 
owu home and pass in at yonder corner of this 
plaza, as he was wont to do. his m anner most 
nnassuminsr, and yet his bearing dignified and 
earnest. 
Forward he promptly moves with 
steady and measured steps, and as he ap­ 
proaches von group that fills the way he turns 
most gently to the right, then to the left. No one 
is jostled, lor individual rights he deems the 
sacred boon of all.

He sees no statue to r gathering 
of the people of his city. He hears no m artial 
music, nor words of eulogy and oommeudation. 
for as a master-mind he is headed for his post of 
duty and direction, and as he goes he plans and 
proves his work, aud gels it well iu hand. Fol­ 
low him, if you will, for it is but a step right 
over yonder to the realms he so well rults. He 
issues no loud nor wordy orders, to r bulletin of 
command. 
To all the m ultitude that glories in his lead 
he an example gives, and says in words most 
fitting: “Do your duty aud do it well.’’ And to 
the employers turns and makes but this one ap­ 
peal and one request: “They are doing well 
their duty; appreciate them all you can.” 
At the midday hour of this, our nation’s day 
for giving thanks and tending greetings to a 
world, we are not here only because that traffic 
bids us come and pay just tribute to one who 
represented high mechanic art, but we would 
humbly bow with you and join in worship at 
the shrine at which he knelt so often and so 
long, to offer just devotion to the spirit of man’s 
creative genius, which is allied so closely to the 
divine. 
But why continue more to follow up the per­ 
petuation of a worthy life, or call to our aid the 
help of marble blocks that crumble and decay 
and metal forms that rust and fall, unless we 
profit by these acts of love and memory and 
pledge anew to do the work to which we all 
were born—-to well perform the daily duties of a 
right aud useful life. True it is, that death 
closes the volume of our daily life, declares the 
book and hero turned to dust, aud midf-t their 
ashes writes his summiDg up: "The day has 
gone, the Dight has come, lo! tne end !” 
But then it is that intelligent immortal life 
with its wand of due appreciation resurrects the 
hero of the busy yesterday, gives the story and 
the book a new and worthy form, points to the 
onen page that tells of the hero’s victories, and 
bids us read it bv the starlight of m an’s deeds 
well done, and while man beiuLs to read there 
suddenly glows from out between the lines in 
words like living fire this revelation new : “This 
is but man’s beginning. Behold, the morning 
conieth; live forever, worthy man !”

The accompanying engraving gives an 
excellent idea of the general appearance of 
the m onum ent and statue as they now 
stand to the plaza. T he granite-work was 
done by Carlaw Bros, of this city, the stone 
having come from tbe quarries at Fresno 
and Rocklin. The statue, which is of 
broDze and nine feet in bight, w*as desiened 
by Albert W einer of San Francisco and cast 
at the foundry of W . T. Garratt <fe Co. in 
that city. 
The figure stands in a posi­ 
tion quite natural to tr.e deceased, and 
tbe likeness is good. 
Exposure to the air 
will bring ont the true color of the bronze, 
which at present is of a golden hue.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL DEBATE. 


The San Francisco Chronicle takes up 
th e constitutional debate th at has engaged 
th e attention of the R e c o r d -U n io s and 
its evening contemporary, the Bee, and 
after full consideration, concludes that the 
position of the R e c o r d -U n io n is sound. 
W hile it admits th at Section 8 of A rticle 
X I. of the Constitution provides how the 
charter of a city may Ire amended, it calls 
our contemporary’s attention to the fact 
th a t the earlier provision of the same sec­ 
tion cannot be ignored, to w it: 
th at “all 
charters must be subject to and controlled 
by the general laws of the State.” 
I t goes 
still further, pursuing the same line of 
reasoning followed by the R e c o r d -U n io n , 
and points out th at even the adoption of 
the constitutional am endm ent to be voted 
upon by the people in a few m onths more, 
will not remove the doubt th a t hangs 
about the i]ue3tion, but th at if the inde­ 
pendency of cities is to lie set up, there 
m ust he a further amendm ent specifying 
just w hat general laws of the State shall 
be suspended in favor of the charter, and 
w hich shall remain operative. It was this 
same suggestion, made by the R e c o r d - 


U n io n , th at brought on the present profit­ 
able debate, and out of which, let us hope> 
th e public will gain 
the information 
needed to insure an intelligent vote on the 
subject, at the polls and in the next Legis- 
. ature. 
The San Francisco paper says: 
It is evident that it is a mere mockery to go to 
th e trouble and expense of adopting a charter 
only to have its efficiency wholly destroyed by 
one or mure general laws. Until the cities can 
be ss-u ed th at their handiwork will stand un­ 
altered by th e consent of their own citizens, 
charter-m aking will languish. 
In a degree this is a sound conclusion, 
but us we have already pointed out, cities 
Can go on preparing their new charters for 
submission to the next Legislature, for 
when th at body assembles the necessary 
constitutional amendments can be proposed 
an 1 -ubm itted to th e people before the 
tim e can possibly arrive for any new city 
charter to go into operation. 
In other 
words, the present involved condition ot 
the constitutional question need not delay, 
by so much as an hour, the preparation of 
new charters, nor will the adoption of the 
necessary 
amendment, or its rejection 
change the necessity for charter revision in 
any city, where it is believed to now exist. 
But, of course, the question of removing 
cities wholly from the operation of State 
laws in regard to all m atters treated in the 
charters is one of grave importance, and 
invulves one of the most delicate questions 
of State craft. 
W e believe that the solu­ 
tion of it all will be this : 
The State will 
clearly express the exclusive jurisdictional 
powers of cities, and to th at extent will 
m ake charters impregnable to legislative 
assault, but as to all m atters concerning 
which exclusive power is not expressly 
granted, the State will by affirmative ex­ 
pression retain the rig h t to legislate. 
If 
it is said th at it does this already by the 
use of the word “inconsistent,” we reply 
th at th at is not enough, since the doubt 
will remain as to w hether past or future 
laws, or both, are meant.

of State and National Silver Leagues for 
the promotion of the objects of this Con 
ventiou.

Congressman Bland, Chairman of the 
C iminitiee on Resolutions, presented the 
iollowing re p o rt: 
The N ational Silver Convention, held in St. 
Iaiuís, Mo., Novem ber ’26,27 aud 28, 1S89, adopted 
this pream ble and resolution as th eir deliberate 
opinions : T hat th e dem onetization of silver has 
worked practical violations of every c utract 
then existing in the U nited .States, entailed 
eountless losses, reduced 
prices m ore than 
th irty p e rc en t , aud its effect is practically to 
create debt, as it takes Irom the debtor his 
ability to pay ; th at it causes a contraction 
in currency, 
w hich 
reduces 
value, 
u n ­ 
til there is no profit lelt to the farm er or 
m en of sm all capital, who depend upon the 
sale ol th eir 
products 
for a 
revenue lor 
th eir labor: th a t we believe the certificate 
of the G overnm ent, backed by dollar for dollar 
by gold aud sliver coin on deposit in th e Treas­ 
ury oi the United States, is a safe aud sound 
currency, and has been approved by the people; 
th at considering tire contraction caused by the 
surrender of national hank notes during the 
past three years, aud tire vast sum s th at m ust 
be collected during the next three years, the 
neefssity of restoring silver is as m anifest as is 
the justice o f such a power; th a t the gold and 
silver of the West lias been )>ouring in in a 
steady stream upon th e East for forty years, and 
has vitalized every form of business there, and 
steadied aud upheld the credit ol the nation 
through th e great w ar and m ade resum ption 
possible, and th a t th e dem and is m uch m ore to 
th e interest of th e East th an ot the West: th at we 
believe in th e equal rights of gold and silver, 
and free coinage tor both, and th at no nation 
ever had or will have too m uch gold an d silver 
coin; now, therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat the Fifty first Congress be re­ 
quested by this Convention to provide at its 
iirst session for the opening of th e M ints of the 
U nited States to free and uulim ited coinage of 
standard silver dollars of the present w eight 
aLd fineness, to he & legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, equal w ith gold, and th at 
u ntil such provision is m ade the Secretary of 
the Treasury be required to coin the m axim um 
S2,0'0,OCO w orth of silver per m onth, as now 
authorized by law. 
Mr. Bland announced that the gentleman 
from Iowa (Calamity Weller), desired his 
report printed as part of the proceedings 
ot the Convention, and that he would 
offer no further opposition to the adoption 
of the m ajority report. 
He did this iu the 
interest ot harmony. 
The report of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions was then adopted bv a vote of 135 to 
75. 
A resolution offered by General Ginter, 
of Missouri, favoring an International Sil­ 
ver Congress during the W orld’s Fair, was 
tabled. 
Resolutions were adopted thanking the 
people of St. Louis for the courtesies ex­ 
tended and the committees for attention 
shown. 
A resolution thanking the Associated 
Press for the able m anner in which the 
work of the Convention had been presented 
to the people of the United States was 
unanim ously adopted. 
F i’ch of Nevada was, by special request, 
called to the platform and delivered a long 
address. 
In an exhaustive review of the 
labor difficulties, he laid allof the blame for 
the poverty-stricken condition of the work­ 
ing classes at the door of the capitalists 
who demonetized silver for twenty years. 
Said h e • 
“ We had abundant prosperity at 
the beginning, but at the end of it we find 
the wealth centered in a few hands. W hat 
has a laborer to show for his twenty years’ 
toil? H e can boast that the aggregate 
wealth of the nation lies large increased, 
of the factories established, cities erected, 
rivers bridged, and of transcontinental 
highways reaching from ocean to ocean. 
He can call the roll of millionaires, and 
thousands will respond, where before the 
war was less than 500. H e can wipe the 
sweat frutu his weary face, and reflect that 
a Tiong the 8,000 millionaires that may be 
enum erated are the nam es of twenty Amer­ 
ican citizens who have wrung $1.500.000,000 
from the toil and tears of 130,000.000 of 
people. 
He can walk weary and shelter­ 
less in the shadow of a palace he has built, 
but may not enter. 
“ I seek not to assail the rights of capi­ 
tals ets or arouse the prejudices of poverty. 
For twenty years capital has tampered 
with the people’s money and gathered to 
itself illicit gains by increasing the burden 
of industry. The tight for the restoration 
of silver is a fight of the debtors against 
creditors, laborer against capitalists, poor 
against rich. 
It is idle for them to tell us 
prices have been reduced because of the 
increased production in India. 
This may 
be the approxim ate cause, but I say the 
direct cause will be found in silver demon­ 
etization alone. 
• England has become to-day the greatest 
silver consumer in the world, and yet in 
all her vast empire she produces less than 
7 per cent, of the world's supply, and Ger­ 
m any, her co-conspirator in the work of 
demonetization, produces less than 3 per 
cent. 
England is the bunko-steerer of the 
world, aud Uncle Sam is the gentleman 
from 
the 
rural districts. 
How much 
longer witl our miners, planters and farm ­ 
ers consent that iheir Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives at W ashington shall continue to 
legis'a’e in the interest of W ail street. Is 
it not tim e for the American eagle to rise 
and shake the Liverpool salt from its tail. 
[Great applause ] 
“ It may b - toat the sndden remonetiza- 
ion of silver would produce some tempo­ 
rary disiuibance iu Wall street; but the 
eastern a d western boundaries of this na­ 
tion are not found between Pearl street 
and Broadway. 
"W e are here to represent the cottages 
and cabins of this country, and their inter­ 
ests should be protected,’bough the bulls of 
W all street and the hugke.-shops bellow 
with rage.”

BOSTON’S BIG BLAZE. 


Thanksgiving Dinners Inter/npted by 


Clanging Fire-beils. 


HEROIC WORK OF THE FIREMEN. 


[-FECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.) 


Boston, November 28th.—The most dis­ 
astrous lire from which Boston has suffered 
since 1872. aud one which in the property 
loss rivals the great conflagration at Lynn 
Tuesday, broke ont about 8:20 a. m. to-day 
in the six-story granite building owned by 
Jordan, Marsh & Co. and occupied bv 
Brown, Durrell & Co., dry goods, on Bed’ 
ford Street, at the corner of Kingston. 
The great lire of 1872 broke out at the 
corner of Kingston and Sunm er streets and 
the alarm for to-day’s fire was rung in from 
the sam e box which heralded the conflagra­ 
tion that consumed nearly $4,000,000 of 
property. 
The first alarm rung in to-day was imm e­ 
diately followed by the first general alarm 
in Boston since 1872. 
To-day the conflagration raged for six 
hours and burned over two acres of terri­ 
tory covered by magnificent structures and 
entailed a loss estimated at $10,0o0,000. 
The general alarm was soon followed by 
calls upon all the neighboring cities and 
towns for assistance. The flames were 
soon pouring from all the windows and 
roof of the Brown & Durrell building, and 
at 8:45 they had spread to the Shoe and 
Leather Exchange building, another large 
granite structure adjoining Brown, Durrell 
& Co. on Bedford street. From 
other 
buildings the flames swept in great masses 
across Bedford street on the opposite cor­ 
ner, thence across Kingston street, along 
Bedford to Chauncey, where it was stopped 
in the store of Farley, Harvey & Co., the 
upoer story of which was burned. 
Three stores along Chauncey street to­ 
ward Summer were burned. On the south 
side of Bedford street the flames jumped 
across Kingston street from the hot blaze 
from Brown, Durrell & Co.’s store to the 
big saudstone building owned by F. Lames 
and occupied by Taylor Bros., aud this was 
consumed. 
The great granite building, known as 
"K evins Block,” at the corner of Chauncey 
street, was the next victim of the Dantes, 
and the entire block clear around Rowe 
Flace to Kingston street was consumed. 
Crossing Chauncev street the fire soon 
had good headway in all of the stores 
which are inclosed in Exeter Place, a small 
street running from H arrison avenue to 
Chauncey street. 
Here the firemen got control. At Rowe 
Place the fire was partially checked from 
going toward Essex street, but quickly 
moved toward the opposite side, to the im ­ 
mense Alien ifc Larabee buildine, occupy­ 
ing the square between Bedford street, H ar­ 
ris avenue, Exeter Extension and Exeter 
Place, at which point its further progress 
was checked. 
The scenes about the fire were replete 
w ith excitement and activity. The terri­ 
tory bounded by Kingston, Bedford and 
Chauncey streets was the principal theater 
of destruction. 
H ere the conflagration 
leveled everything. 
W ithin an hour after the fire alarm was 
sounded the whole structure of Brown, 
Durrell & Co.’s building collapsed with a 
tremendous crash. Flames were pouring 
from the doors and windows, and the in­ 
terior of the block wasaglowing furnace. 
The dry goods and other combustible 
materials 
with which 
the floors were 
packed burned to a white heat. 
The granite crumbled and iron girders 
melted away like ice. 
The streams from 
the engines were dissipated in vapor before 
I hey touched the tire. 
Suddenly a cry arcse: “The walls are 
falling! Back I back I” The crowd sunk 
back lor their lives, startled by the shouts. 
Firem en dropped their hose and rau to 
save the apparatus. 
There was a confused and deafening roar 
and a dense cloud of smoke and dust 
mounted heavenward. 
W hen it cleared away the luxurious 
Palace of Trade had vanished and only 
a fantastic heap of bricks, shattered stone, 
twisted iroD beams and broken columns 
m arked the site. 
Two engines and an aerial ladder and 
water truck were ruined. 
The scene was oue of threatening grand­ 
eur. Ames’ block, occupied by Taylor 
Bros., was ablaze from the roof to the 
basement. The floor fell in with a stunning 
noise. From this buiiding the fire was 
steadily eating its way through to Chaun­ 
cey street, despite the thousands of gallons 
of water thrown upon it. The succession 
of sharp explosives indicated the force ot 
the compressed and healed air in ihe vari­ 
ous rooms and offices, and the broken gas 
pipes were playing their part in the confla­ 
gration. 
The immense stone and iron block occu­ 
pied by Samuel W illiams and Brigham it 
Co., 011 the corner of Chauncey street aud 
Rowe court, marked the furthest progress 
of the fire in that direction. 
Althougu ap­ 
parently 
fire-proof, it 
was 
completely 
gutted. 
. 
On the corner of Chauncey and Bedford 
streets, the large biock occupied by Smith, 
Hogg & Gardner and others was in almost 
as bad a plight, and the buildings between 
these two were utterly destroyed. 
The leaping flamea succeeded in crossing 
Chauncey street to the upper s'ories of the 
huge Allen block, largely occupied by F ar­ 
ley, Harvey & Co , and those adjacent as 
far as Essex place. 
ft was bard to direct tbe streams of water 
effectively, and lor a time it seemed as 
though Warren street m ighiyet be reached. 
The firemen here made a grand rally. 
Many lines of hose were carried through 
the streets on Harrison avenue, aud the foe 
was strongly fought. 
Other hose was taken up-s’airs and used 
from windows across ou Bedford street, 
and still other stream s were directed upon 
the flames, and fiually the further progress 
of the tire was 9tayed. 
Two firemen have been missing since 
morning, and it is feared they were crushed 
by falling walls. Several narrow escapes 
are reported. 
Seven people in a building 00 the corner 
of Kingston and Bedford streets were over­ 
come by smoke, but were rescued by tbe 
bravery of Police Sergeant Kirnbal, Patrol­ 
man Haynes and ex-Councilman Barty. 
A policeman and several firemen are re­ 
potted seriously injured or burned. 
The origin of the tire is not definitely 
knowD, but it is attributed to electric-light 
wires. 
A later estimate of the loss places it at 
nearly $5,000,000. 
About two hundred 
firms were burned out, and one hundred 
agents of New York and W estern firms 
had their headquarters destroyed. 
Troops are guarding the burned district.

DEDICATION OF THEIE NEW CASTLE IN 
THIS CITY YESTERDAY. 


T h e P ro c e s sio n a n d I ts F e a tu r e s —D e d i­

Im p o s in g A flair. 


In the dedication yesterday by the Grand 
Officers of the K nights of Pythias of Cali­ 
fornia of the handsome Pythian Castle at 
N inth and I streets, erected by the various 
Lodges in this city, an im portant event oc­ 
curred in the history of the Order on this 
coast. The Castle is the most pretentious 
of the kind on the coast, and cost, in its 
construction and furnishing, in the neigh­ 
borhood of $25,000. It is claimed for it 
that it contains the best-appointed and 
neatest ¡odge-room in the State. 
Ground was broken for the bnilding on last 
New Year's Day, and the corner-stone was 
laid wiih gr and ceremonies, in which there 
was a large parade, on ihe 19th of February, 
the silver anniversary of the Order. The 
Castle was constructed under the direction 
of a committee of the Order designated as 
the Castle H all Committee, the members 
of which are as follows: President, George 
B. Katzenstein; Vice-President, E .G . Mess- 
ner; Treasurer, Sam uel Katzenstein; Secre­ 
tary, George H . Clark; Trustees—J. T. 
Keepers, TUeodore Schumacher, F . C. El- 
worthy. H erm an W inters, L E. Vander- 
cook, Ira Ellsworth, W. B. Oldfield. 
A t 11 
a . m . yesterday the Uniformed 
R ank of the Order in this city and Galt, 
and the various lodges, accompanied by 
delegates from outside cities, assembled at 
the Castle and marched to the depot to re­ 
ceive the Grand Officers and several m em ­ 
bers of the Order from San Francisco. The 
inarch to tbe Castle was in the following 
order: 
Ansel B. Cheney. Colonel Second 
Regiment K nights of Pythias, acting as 
Grand M arshal, assisted by A djutant J. W. 
WTallace: H ussar Band; Sacramento Divis­ 
ion, No. 7, U. R K. of P., and a delegation 
of the Galt Tniformed Rank. 
The Grand 
Officersand invited guests were in carriages, 
followed by Sacramento Lodge, No. 11; 
Columbia Lodge, N o.42; Confidence Lodge, 
No. 78, a 1 of this city, and members of the 
Order from surroundings towns. 
The 
Grand Master at-Arins and several San 
FranciS-o K nights concluded the proces­ 
sion. 
The line of march was from the depot to 
K street, K to Eighth, Eighth to J, J to 
Tenth, Tenth to I, and I to the Castle, 
where tbe procession disbanded, to assem­ 
ble again at the Castle at one o’clock to 
participate in the dedication ceremonies. 
On account of the K nights' inability to 
parade in the Stevens’ Statue procession on 
their return to the Castle with the Grand 
Officers, the K nights’ procession passed iu 
review before the Stevens’ Statue during its 
unveiling, stopped and saluted, and then 
passed around the square, as a compliment 
to the occasion. 


THE DEDICATION.

It was not until half-past 1 o’clock that 
the dedication ceremonies commenced, and 
in the m eantim e the Castle (which was 
throw n open for inspection to all) was vis­ 
ited by hundreds of people, who showered 
com pliments on the Order, its handsome 
building, and the enterprise the members 
had shown. 
The ceremonies, which took place in the 
elegant hall, commenced witfi the organ­ 
ization of a subordinate Lodge, comprising 
the Board of H all Directors, with George 
B. Katzenstein. Chancellor Commander, 
acting as President of the Day. 
A quartet composed of Richard Cohen 
first t'Aior, Dr. C. T. M illiken second tenor, 
tí. 11. Haasbrow first basso, W. H . Kinross 
second basso, and Mrs. K inross as accom­ 
panist, sang the national anthem , ‘‘Am er­ 
ica.’’ 
The dedication service, in ritual 
form, followed. The Graud Officers par­ 
ticipating were : 
Grand Chancellor, T. J. 
Crowley, of San Francisco: 
Vice-Grand 
Chancellor, Superior Judge J. G. Swiner- 
ton. of San Joaquin county; Prelate, As­ 
semblyman J. R. Brierly, of Los Angeles 
county: Grand Master of Arms. C. Ord- 
way, of San Francisco; Grand Master of 
Exchequer, A. Perrier, of San Francisco; 
Grand 
Keeper of Records, General H. 
Schafner. of San Francisco:

Chancellors A. J. Buckles, Superior Judge 
of Solano county, and Stanton L Carter, of 
Stocktou. were also in attendance. 
D aring the reading of the ritual the 
quartet sang a dedication hym n. 
George B Kalzenstein, Jr., a Btudent at 
the Napa College, next recited in an ad­ 
m irable m anner the following poem by 
Fred Emerson Brooks, en titled : 


" i h e t w o k k i g h t s .” 
In ancient days, w hen valor m arked the m an,

He felt th e soul w ithin, beyond a doubt, 
Was greater th an the m ighty m an w ithout— 
T he spirit, th e aspiring m ind, and heart 
Alone, w ere heaven’s eternal counterpart; 
T hat prowess, after all, was em pty nam e, 
A nd noble deeds the surest road to fame. 


ADDRESS BY T H E GRAND CHANCELLOR. 
Grand Chancellor Crowley was then in­ 
troduced by the President of the Day, and 
delivered the following oration : 
Ladies and Gentlemen and Brother KnigtUs: It 
is exceedingly fit and proper, and a custom th at 
obtains in every civilized country, upon the 
accom plishm ent of any im portant undertaking, 
to m ark the event w ith such public dem onstra­ 
tion of approval as shall be com m ensurate w ith 
th e grandeur and dignity ot the task and im port­ 
ance to th e general well fare of m ankind. 
To-day we have double cause to celebrate and 
rejoice, and the occasion is of twc.-fold im port­ 
ance. We are here to-day—gladly pausing in 
th e mlrtst of "life’s encilest» toil and endeavor” 
to join w ith prayer and thanks and song, in 
celebrating the com pletion of th is’ beautiful 
1‘ythiau Temple, w h ic h evidences the successful 
a c c o m p lis h m e n t of pure a n d uuselfish effort, 
and w ith th e same song and thanks an d pray­ 
ers to the A lm ig h ty to nave consecrated v. ith 
his blessing, a n d to dedicate for all future tim e 
th is fittin g shrine for th e w orshipers in the 
cause of Friendship, Charity and Benevolence. 
It is unnecessary in th is day of education and 
enlightenm ent to tell the people of A m erica 
w hat society or fraternal organization bears 
aloft these mottoes as its constant guide am i 
rule of action, controlling and governing its 
m em bers in th eir dealiuas w ith ih eir fellow- 
m en. The cradle ol th e O d e r being none other 
than the capital city of this great republic, and 
its birth an event of but tw enty five years sgo; 
all the circum stances attending its origin, its 
rise and progress, its present prosperity ana 
widespread influence—all are w ithin th e lives 
of most of us, an d w ithin th e know ledge of us 
all. 
W hether or not the earlier dissem ination and 
application of these holy p rinciplesof our Order, 
by organized effort could have sta>ed th e rude 
hand of deviujtaiiug w ar w hich had then strew n 
woe and desolation throughout our land, is now 
past determ ining; but m isfortune, m isery and 
death being at the tim e w ritten iu fearful c h ar­ 
acters over th e broad face of our land, the needs 
of our people aud our country dem anded the 
existence of some fraternal organization, w hich 
know ing no south, no uortn, no east, no west, 
but recognizing th a t all m en of w hatever creed 
o r opipiou are m em bers of the sam e great fam ­ 
ily, should be actuated by sim ilar principles 
aúd practice tow ards each o th er friendship, 
charity aud benevolence, and w ith those p rin ­ 
ciples’for foundation stones, this m agnificent 
fraternal structure of our O rder was reared. 
Iu faith and hope th e w orld will disagree, 
But all m ankiud’s concern is charity. 
Ali m ust be false th at th w art th is one g re a t. nd, 
A nd all of God. th at bless m ankind or m end. 
H aving the benefit of the experience of older 
organizations of a fraternal character, we strive 
to improve upon and profit by th a t experience, 
both in the principles taught aud iu deeds of 
friendship, charity and l»euevoleiice practiced. 
I h e friendship we seek to em til-ue finds its 
exam ple iu the lives of Damon aud Pythias, and 
for pure, urn elfish, self-sacrificing lrieudbbip 
the history oí the world affords no holier e x am ­ 
ple. We read of the noble aud generous friend­ 
ship of A chilles and I ’atroclus, the constant and 
sincere friendship of Orestes and Pylades, and 
in th e lives of David and Jo nathan we find an 
exam ple of exceeding sweetness and touching 
friendship—but all tnese are m ore th an paral 
leled by the grandeur aud generous self sacrifice 
of the friendship w hich bound Damon to Py­ 
thias—hence, in th eir lives we seek the highest 
type of friendship for our em ulation. 
’ T he charity we teach aud endeavor to exem ­ 
plify does not find its w hole duty done w hen 
sickness is relieved and w ant supplied, w hen 
pain is alleviated and the dead are buried, nor 
w hen th e sorrowing widow aud orphaned chil­ 
dren are p ro tid ed w ith th e m eans of sustenance, 
all of w hich we do. But we further recognize 
and teach th a t in th e bestowing ot the little 
kindnesses and am enities of life, we caD m ake 
our broth6r-m an’s burden lighter and m ore 
easily borne, and his journey through life pleas­ 
an ter and more easily pursued, recognizing how 
truly it has been said th a t: 
“L itile words of kindness, 
Little deeds of love 
M ake this w orld an Eden 
Like to th a t above.” 
How truly has it been said “ T hat it is a little 
thing to give a en p o f w ater, yet its draught of 
cojI refreshm ent drained by fevered lips, m ay 
give a shock of pleasure to th e fram e m ore ex ­ 
quisite th an w hen nectarine iuice renew s the 
life of joy in happier hours.” It is a little thing 
to speak a phrase of common comfort, w hich by 
daily use has alm ost lost its sense, yet on the ear 
of him w ho tnought to die unm ourned ’tw ill 
fall choicest m usic, fill the glazing eye w ith 
gentle tears, relax the knotted hand to know 
the bond of fellow ship again, and shed o'er the 
departing scul a sense m ore precious th an the 
benizon o f friends about the honored death-bed 
of th e rich to him w ho else w ere lonely, th a t an- I 
other of th e great fam ily of K nights is near aud 
ieels. The benevolence we teach and practice 
is of the sam e broad and com prehensive kind 
w hich recognizes th at each is interested in the 
good and w elfare o f all. And so, w ith these 
principles received and acted upon in th eir full­ 
est sense, is it to be w ondered at th at w ithin the 
brief period m eniioned the Order has grown 
w ith such rapidity, and spreading has extended 
to th e outerm ost lim its of this great country, 
until alm ost every ham let in A m erica can claim 
its Lodge of K nights of Pythias? W ith these 
principles for our guide, is it any cause for w on­ 
der tb at our own country cannot contain its 
extending proportions, but th at its iniluence 
and teachings and usefulness is being extended 
until it w ill, as it is designed to do, em brace the 
w orld w ithin its jurisdiction? Nor should we 
m arvel th at the best m en o f our land, from the 
highest in social, political, intellectual and 
financial standing, to the hum blest toiler in the 
land, are to be found w orshiping at the same 
altar and num bering upw ards ol ‘2.0,000 brave, 
honest an d true Knights. 
To talk of th e money annually poured into the 
lap of w ant, iu relieving tbe sick and need/, 
would involve one in a labyrinth of statistics 
u iit-cessary at this tim e. Suffice it to say th at 
iu this jurisdiction alone, w hich is by no m eans 
the largest, som ething over $100,000 is expended 
annually in the good work, not including the 
m any thousands o f dollars paid by th e E ndow ­ 
m ent Rank. 
My friends, it would extend my rem arks to a 
tiresom e length to attem pt to enlarge upon the 
m auv benefits and th e m anifold blessings th at 
are constantly flowing from this great organiza­ 
tion, nor does tim e perm it m ore than to touch 
upon the m orals an d social virtues inculcated 
by it—am ong w hich respect and reverence lor 
the w eaker sex aud love of home—th at same 
love 
of 
hom e 
and 
of 
wife 
aud 
child 
w hich inspired P ythias to gladly consent to re­ 
m ain as hostage,* and even die, if necessary, 
th at Damon m ight see his wife and child before 
death should part them forever, and with this 
exam ple constant»}' before us we teach th at 
love and veneration for hom e, w ithout w hich 
th e country itself would soon be dism em bered— 
• Home, w here w om an reigns, th e daughter, 
m otner. wife, 
Who stre» w ith fresh llowers th e narrow paths 
of life; 
Around w hom kind dom estic duties m eet. 
And fireside pleasures gam bol at h er feet.’' 
And so. encouraging th e practice of these 
holy professions, you have gathered here to d ay 
to give yeur silent but earnest p-ayers w ith ours, 
and w ith one voice an d one accord to th e al- 
m ightv to invoke His blessing, whereby we may 
have ihis beautiful tem ple well w orthy of the 
high and lofty purposes for w hich it was de­ 
signed. consecrated and dedicated to the uses 
and purposes of our Order, and we are all 
earnestly praying th a t th is band of brothers, 
w orkiug in the c-use of hum anity, m ay forever 
continue a blessing to our land; and to the 
Lodges of Sacram ento, by w hom this m agnifi­ 
cent structure this day dedicated w as erected, 
we say. m ay the sam e zeal and energy, perse 
veranee and unity th a t has effected this great 
work, characterize your labors in the cause of 
friendship, charity and benevolence, aud m ay 
you never weary of th e good work. 
“ T hink not th e good 
The gentle deeds of m c c y thou art doing 
Shall be forgotten; all th e poor, the w retched, 
The fatherless, the friendless aud the widow. 
W ho dailv own th e bounty ot thy band 
Shall cry'to heaven and call ablessingon thee.” 


REMARKS BY G. B 
KATZENSTEIN.
